CAMROSE, Alta., Aug. 2.—Camrose 
made its debut tu the world Thursday 
as a centre for a big exhibition, and 
did it with all the enthusiasm for 
which this town is noted. Flags and 
bunting were lavishly used to decorate 
the business streets of the town and 
nearly every residence, including that 
of President Forster, flew flags, Most 
of the buildings at the exhibition 
grounds were new and suitable to the 
purposes for which they were intend- 
ed. This is the first year that Cam- 
rose has entered the wigger circuit, 
Three new cattle barns have been 
erected with good ventilation, one new 
barn for the vace horses at the far 
side of the track, as well as other 
imprevements along this line, but even 
fo the accommudation served for only 
about half the stock which came, and 
a large tent was hastily put up to 
accommodate some of the surplus, 

A new covered grand stand was 
erected, and this was full to the last 
seat, when Hon. George P. Smith pro- 
nounced the fair formally open. 

The race track was a real achieve- 
ment for the first year and during the 
afternoon some splendid races were 
put on, including a half-mile running 
race and a five-furloughs dash. The 
Stettler band, a sp@ndid aggregation 
of musicians, is furnishing the music 
for the entire fair. Colored lights oa 
entrance and grand stand added to the 
night effect. 

The big event of the afternoon was 
the arrival of Miss Stinson, and ths 
little lady won her way to popularity 
in Camrose as she has done in every 
other western town she has visite, 
She made the trip from Réd Deer in 
one hour and@ fifteen minutes, leaving 
Red Deer at 4:30 and arriving in 
Camrose at 5:45. In spite of the in- 
tense heat of the afternoon, not a 
person left the grounds till she had 
safely arrived.

Trenchant Reply By New York 
Tribune To The Lansdowne 
Letter. 


New York, Aug. 2—Referring to the 
latest speech of Premier Liovd Ge >-ge 
the Tribune, in its !eader th:s moraing 
says there are only two kinds of p-o- 
ple “‘on this side of Armageddo:,” 
those who would still take Germany's 
word and those who would not, The 
latter everywhere increasing, hol¢cing 
with President Wilson that the settic- 
ment must be final.

“Pacifists continue, nevertholes: 
says the Tribune, “to insist that "he 
allies’ war aims are indefinite. That 
is because they cannot reconcile ihem- 
selves to the first term of viccory, 
which is the physical defeat of Gur- 
many. And by @ strange und inyuii- 
able coincidence the anxisty «f the 
ifists about war aims rises very 
rapidly just prior to each successl/s 
German peace drive.”

Provision for Recreation, 
Ample proviston is made for recrea 
tion and all kinds of popular &ames 
football, basketball, ete. The organiz 
social purposes receives every encour- 
agement, Red Cross circles being 
formed, glee clubs organized, concerts 
given, folk dancing practised and ex- 
promoted, Stu- 
dents are encouraged to bring with

The training of 
specialists in manual arts, household 
arts, fine arts, and of specialists In 
other phases of vocational education 
is to be cared for in this new pro- 
vincial Institution. 


Use Aid of Teachers, 


In planning for the development of 
instruction in the special subjects in 
the rural, village and town schools the 
department is depending on the wil- 
lingness of the more capable teachers 
to extend their professional training 
to an extent sufficient to enable them 
to do full justice to the new subjects 
while at the same time ccnserving the 
vest standards of work in the other 
suhjecta on the school program. The 
provincial government prevides finan- 
cial ald for the local school districts. 
It also provides the opportunity for 
the teachers to secure the necessary 
supplementary training at the sum- 
mer school for teachers and gives a 
generous bonus to those teachers who 
after having qualified, do successful 
work in their echools, 


Transportation Pald. 
The transportation to and from the 
summer school is paid by the govern- 


ment and arrangements have been 
made with the university for board 
and room at reasonable rates. 

The whole university plant and 


equipment is at the service of the 
summer echool. This includes in ad- 
ditiom to the large and commodious 
dining hall the gymnasium, the: con- 
vocation hall, the three residences, the 
library and such class rooms an@ lab- 
oratory accommodation in the ‘main 
teaching building as may be needed. 
Arrangements are made wheretiy all 
books, supplies, ete., needed by the 
students for the various courses can 
be purchased from the university book

Sptctal Courses. 
For some years the department of 
education has provided a special 


course of five weeks at one of the 
rovincial Normal schools for certi- 
cated British teachers and téachers 


from the United States who hold cer-| 


tificates of sufficiently high grade to 
be acceptable by the department. This 
course Was usually given in January 
or February of each year. In order 
to avoid congestion of the Normal 
schools and to make tt possible for 
candidates for this course to attend 
Without breaking into their year's 
work in the schools, the department 
@ecided to provide this course at the 
summer school for teachers. 

This course involves an intensive 
study of Canadian and British his- 
tory, geography with particular atten- 
tion to Canada and the empire as a 
whole Canadian civics and the schoo! 
law and regulations of Alberta. 

In the summer of 1914 a apecial 
course was provided at the summer 
school for the school inspectors of the 
province. Owing to assignment to 
other duties a number were unable 
to attend. Since that time a number 
of new inepectors have been appointed 
In order to give those who did not 
take the special course in 1914 an op- 
portunity to get in touch with the or 
ganization of the summer school and 
the instruction being given the teach- 
ere in attendance, the minister of ed- 
ucation directed that a special course 
be organized for them this year. The 
work of the Inspectors Is under the 
immediate leadership of G. F. Me- 
Nally, director of the summer school. 
A special feature of this course is the 
consideration of problems relating to 
the Inspection and supervision of 
schools,

Our enemies claim the 
upport of the Almighty for their 
sause, and His sanction for their 
methods. There are amongst us 
yeople who call themselves good, 
nd who claim to be worthy, who 
iold that because our cause is 
just the Almighty must champion 
is to victory. We laugh to scorn 
he Kaiser’s motto, ‘‘Gott Mit 
Ins,’ but make the same as- 
umption for ourselves, We are 
not the final judges of ultimate 
justice ; nor can we rest secure in 
he fact that because we believe 
n ourselves, therefore the Al- 
nighty will protect us. If we ad- 
mit an intimacy of relationship 
etween the human and the Di- 
sine, we must first deserve success 
vefore we can expect to be per- 
nitted to achieve it. A good cause 
is a great strength in a fight, birt 
it will not win alone. There must 
be courage, wise direction, and 
adequate preparation to achieve 
victory for even the most just 
cause. Justice we have; courage 
we have; sacrifices we have 
made; but have we, by reason of 
single-minded direction and wise 
forethought, deserved any great- 
ler measure of success than we 
have achieved? Justice is vain, 
ag courage and sacrifice are wast- 
ed, if there be not direction and 
ipreparation. The way to victory 
as been opened by the second 
battle of the Marne, but other 
men in leadership and other meth- 
ods in preparation will have to 
be adopted, or the road to victory 
will be long and bloody; if, in- 
deed, victory is finally achieved. 
The Marne Was Germany's 
High-Water Mark 

Although the first successes of 
the Franco-Ameriean offensive 
have not resulted in the German 
disaster that was at one time in 
prospect, the course of subse 
quent events has demonstrated 
that the Germans are being abso- 
lutely out-fought. When they had 
recovered from their first sur 
prise, they evidently determined 
to hold their ground at all costs. 
Notwithstanding this fact they 
have been forced back from point 
to point day after day. There is 
no deubt that the valor and ef- 
ficieney of the German soldiers are 
being overcome by greater allied

valor and efficiency. 
jis no doubt that the losses of the 
Allies are heavy, neither is there 
any doubt that the German losses 
are also heavy. The second Ger- 
man retreat from the Marne gives 
confidence to the Allies as to the 
ultimate result, as it must shake 
the confidence of the Germans. 
The second advance to the Marne 
was the high-water mark of Ger- 
man power; the second retreat 
from the Marne demonstrates 
that Germany can be decisively 
beaten on the west ag fal ooo 
i en ultimately is in 
“lap rat the gods,’’ but the way 
has been opened for Germany's 
final disaster and decisive defeat.

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* The meeting of Thursday in 
MacKay avenue school made valu- 
able progress towards clearing up 
the cattle and feed situation in Al- 
herta, Owing to the unfortunate 
strike of postal employees in Cal- 
gary notice of the meeting was not 
as well distributed in the south 
country as it otherwise would have 
been; consequently the attendance 
of stockmen was small compared 
with that of farmers. But although 
the number of stockmen present 
was not large, it was very repre- 
sentative, and there is no question 
that full information as to the pos- 
sibilities of securing green feed in 
the north will be widely spread 
throughout the south by the 
southern men who were present. 

It was demonstrated that there 
is no need to sacrifice a_ single 
head of Alberta live stock for lack 
either of summer pasturage or win- 
ter feed. At the same time, it was 
demonstrated that there is an ac- 
tive demand for every ton of green 
feed that northern farmers can 
supply. This is a very satisfactory 
situation, It renders general dis- 
aster to either the stockmen of 
the south or the farmers of the 
north impossible ; and unnecessary 
in any single instance if prompt 
measures are taken by the parties 
concerned. 

In view of the fact that every 
day counts in the conservation of 
green feed it was unfortunate that 
buyers and sellers did not come 
|more closely together in the matter 
of actual transactions. There is a 
measure of lack of information in 
each end of the province as to con- 
ditions at the other, and unless the 
facts are widely distributed and 
|thoroughly understood there is 
stilla danger that stock in the 
south will be sacrificed, and that 
green feed in the north will be al- 
lowed to waste, under the impres- 
sion on the one hand that feed will 
cost more than the stock is worth; 
or, on the other, that a price can- 
not be secured for feed that would 
warrant the expense of saving it- 
The range of figures submitted to 
the meeting as prices for green 
feed was rather too wide to estab- 
lish a definite price, but taking 
the figues as they were given the 
lowest figure would warrant the 
| farmer in binding and stacking his 
|green feed, while the highest figure 
j would still warrant the stockmen, 
junder world conditions as they are, 
jin paying the price in order to 
carry over his stock. 

The subject of food conservation | 
|has been discussed at large and at 
length for many moons. Here and | 
now in Alberta is the oceasion for | 
the exercise of enterprise and for- 
bearance, of skill and energy, in 
the cause of food conservation, The 
state is made up of individuals, 
and the welfare of the individual 
is bound up with the welfare of 
the state. Every man has an obli- 
gation to the state, and he dis- 
charges that obligation in large 
measure by the consideration | 
which he gives to his neighbor, It} 
is to be hoped that the action of | 
stockmen, will not be controlled | 
merely by the figures of apparent 
profit and loss, In the interests | 
of the allied world every head of 
stock now alive should be brought 
to maturity before being slaugh- 
tered; and every ton of green feed 
should be saved in the best pos- | 
sible condition and made available 
for the wintering of stock, Man 
lives by and through his neighbors 
and no man has the right to de- 
|stroy that which might be of use 
to his neighbors, if he can by any 
|reasonable means conserve it for 
the neighbor's use. It is not a 
question altogether of the price 
that can be got for green feed, or 
fof the price for which the stock | 
ean be sold. It is a question of 
preserving the lives of the people 
lof the world, and the fighting 
strength of the allied armies, by 
maintaining the supply of beef not 
jonly this year, but for future 
‘years, This can be done in large 
measure by the conservation of 
ithe green feed of Northern Al- 
berta, and it is to be hoped that} 
‘our farmers will rise to the oeea- 
sion. Once the feed is in the 
jxtack in good condition, the price 
jean be settled by the law of supply | 
and demand, as in the case of | 
levery other farm product except | 
lwheat. If a farmer considers his 
green feed worth eight, nine, ten 
or eleven dolars a ton, there is no 


| 


less, provided he can get that for 
it; but if he can get the price of 
his binding twine and the labor of 
cutting and stacking out of it, his 
duty to the state demands that he 
should put the feed into stack. 

is no doubt whatever that 
Saskatchewan is even shorter of 
feéd for stock than Alberta and 
that Northern Saskatchewan has 
not as great a supply of green feed 
as Northern Alberta. The farmer 
of Northern Alberta, therefore, is 
not restricted by the market offer- 
ed by the southern cattlemen for 
his green feed: While the frost of 
the 23rd was a calamity to Nor- 
thern Alberta the drouth in Sou- 
thern Alberta and Saskatchewan 
has prevented it from being by 
any means such a calamity as it 
would have been in an ordinary 
year. Even at the lowest price for 
green feed that was suggested at 
the public meeting, the crop is 
worth as much per acre in clear 
money to the farmer as a moderate 
wheat crop would have been at 
prices of say, sixty to seventy 
cents a bushel, which formerly pre- 
vailed here. The feed can be saved 
with a minimum of cash’ outlay, 
and, given a hard or long winter, 
every sheaf is as good as gold.

| The Neutral Hills; 
Why So Called? | 


By Harry W. Laughy, Edmonton |

“Why are they called the Neutral 
Hills?” is a question that was often 
asked by visitots at the Big Gap 
Round-up, and the answér takes me 
back to a night beside the camp fire 
or the lower waters of Peace river 
when I talked with a grey old Indian 
about his tribe's traditions. 

When with the Indians, I was an 
Indian, or as near one as any white- 
man can ever hope to be and in this 
way I won my way to many tales not 
heretofore revealed to ear cutside the 
tribes. To quote the tale ths old man 
told in the poetic languavs of his 
people would be impossible, but in the 
main I adhere to the facts he gave me. 

“Long before the coming of the 
whiteman to the plains; long before 
the Indian ever knew of either Thun- 
der Stick or Fire-Water, the Indians 
of the prairies fought a inighty war. 

“Today the Cree tribe's totem might 
be written on a drum head but in the 
times of which I apeak my people 
filled the valleys, like the leaves upon 
the trees, and when they fought their 
war dance lasted through @ summer's 
moon, 

“Always in the days when the In- 
dians owned the plains the Cree stood 
out alone. The lesser tribes stood 
one behind the other, always. Not so 
the Crée, He was a mighty warrior, 
strong with fish and game, tall and 
straight and fearless, 

Far away beneath the winter's sun 
at noonday the tribes were lank and 
lasy and when the evil spirit burned 
awey the grass and game was hard to

SELL STOCKERS 


By W. F. Stevens 


The only reason why stockmen 6¢!l| 
etocker cattle at the present time is 
that they aro short of foed, short of 
money or of credit, or all three, and 
the question is, shall they, bg assisted 
or handicapped in their efforts to meet 
the difficulties of their situation? 
There are those who look upon the ex- 
porting of unfinished cattle, if not aaa 
crime, at least as a disgrace, and they 
proceed to demand that an embargo 


| 


| bé@ placed on feeder cattle. An agit- 
ation against the exportation of these 
eattlée is going « at the present time. 


It must be remémbered that this ques- 
tion is no longer a Provincial or Na- 
tional one—It has an International 
bearing and must be viewed from the 


| standpoint of the effects upon the food 


|}supply of thé allied eountries, It 
|ehould not require any argument to 
support the statement that a steer fat- 
tened in lowa will supply more beef 


to the Allies than one going on short 
rations in Alberta. It may hurt our 
pride to see him go to Towa to be 
fattened, but that is a parochial senti- 
ment, and parochialism should not 
enter into matters of such far reach- 
ing effects as this. 

This fact must be faced, viz: that a 
great many stockmen in Alberta must 
sell some of their cattle in order to 
secure sufficient money with which to 


bring the remainder of the herd 
through the winter. Many of these 
animals will be mere feeders, The 


| broader the market for cattle of that 
| kind, the higher the price will be and) 
the fewer animals the stockman will 
| have to sell in order to meet his oblig- 
| atfons. Now he may be forbidden to 
| export these animals and compelled to 
sell them focally for whatever he can 
get, but he carfot be compelled to 
grow other cattle to take their place. 
|! On the contrary many will sell every- 
thing and quit In disgust—becaueé the 
temper of Western Stockmen is such 
that theywill good-naturedly meet the 
losses due to natural causes, but they 
refuse to submit to those imposed upon 
them arbitrarily. They reagon thus: 
The Powers that be have hit ue hard 
when wo were in difficulties and there 
is no telling what they will do the next 
time things go against us and we are 
in a tight place. 

The loss of our feeder and stocker 
Cattle will be a check upon our live- 
stock development. The lose of our 
female etock \7ill be a reverse and 
should be prevented by aiding every 
worthy stockman to hold all he possib- 
ly can, This can be done partly by 
assisting him to secure a® good a 
price as possible for what he 1s forced 
to sell. Dealing with this question 
by means of an embarge may keep a 
great many cattle in the country, but 
that will be more than offset by the 
number of cattiemén it will cause, 
either to quit the business or to reduce 
their undertakings. 

“You can lead a horse to water, but 
you cannot force him to drink.” In like 
manner you can forbid a man to ex- 
port the animal he has produced, but 
you cannot force him to produce an- 
other ono. Theréin lies one of the 


conditions surroundirg live stock pro- 
duction.
